The eagles of Northern Scotland are 
destructive to I'awn.s and lambs. An old 
writer, de.scril^ing the western islands 
of Scotland, says the ]>liick eagle fixes 
its talons 
'tween the doer's horns, 
and, boiitin^- its wings about its eyes, 
causes it to run till it falls over a preci- 
pice, when it btjcoiues a prey to the 
cunning hunter. 


A more modern author tells an anec- 
dote of an eagle wLicli was torn apart 
by its i)rey. 
On tlie ed^'e of a wood, 
at the l>a,so of Craig Tollie, an eagle 
pounced up»in a rcie-d(;er, and deeply 
lixed its talous in the poor beast's 
side. 


The roe, taking to the wood, was near 
crushing the eagle against the trees. 
The eagle clutched at a branch with 
the claws of one foot, still holding on 
to the roe witli the other foot. 
Jiut 
the speed of the deer was so great 
that the bird was torn in two. 
One 
))art of its body was found fixed to the 
deer and the other in the tree. 
The 
deer died from loss of blood. 


The author, io stii)port the credibil- 
ity of that anecdote, quotes from a 
writer on liussian Asia, who says the 
Kirghiz train euL^les to fiy at wolves. 
A strap of stout leather is fastened 
round each leg of the bird, allowing 
ten inches play.. 


When the wolf is sighted the eagle 
is flown. 
As so(m as the bird seizes the 
animal it plants one foot firmly in its 
loins and drags the other along the 
ground, clutching at stone.s, weeds, or 
anything that gives a little hold. 


Should the wolf turn the eagle pecks 
his eyes with its powerful beak. 
The powerful drag on the 
animal's 
back causes him to go so slowly that 
the hunter soon overtakes him. 
Hiding 
up, he dispatches the wolf with his 
riding-whip, 
or knife. 
The strap is 
used to prevent the eagle being torn

knows, or for that matter cares, what 
becomes of them. 
The law admits it- 
self powerless to solve the mystery of 
the death 
penalty inflicted by these 
Belf-constituted executioners, but still, 
aside from this one characteristic, even 
the lowest of the class make good citi- 
zens. 
They jiay jiromptly, are obedi- 
ent, conform in the strictest sen.se to 
the word and letter of the municipal 
ordinances, and in fact, would serve as 
shining examjdes to otlier classes of 
greater 
pretensions, 
save tliat 
they 
keep their troubles among themselves 
to themselves. Their reticence is some- 
thing marvelous, and never a word, ex- 
cept und(!r extraordinary circumstances 
can be elicited from tiiem before a legal 
tribunal or where it emild become gen- 
erally known.

a qualm of conscience. 
It is simply 
the ending of another chai)t(!r, 
begin- 
ning anew with the retaliation of a re- 
lative or friend. 
Thus it is always the 
same. 
Italian witnesses to thtise bloody 
scenes bring no terror to the assassin. 
Tongues forget their oJlice. 
Keen eyee 
loose their sight, 
l^xpectant ears re- 
tain no sound of the murder(;r's voice 
or ominous click of the pistol. 
Exter- 
nally impassive—internally the fires ol 
vengence seem fanrnxl to savage fury 
by the very self-constraint which denies 
evidence to the law. 


Knowing all fliis, it was therefore a 
matter of surprise to the police wher 
the only one that ever spoke in public 
accusation, 
some 
years ago, 
Avas 
brought into the Tliird Precinct station. 
It was a remarkable 
case, for many 
reasons. 
The victim had been knifed 
—an unusual method in tlie vendetta, 
doubtless for the reason that, spite of 
all the .skill jiopnlarly attributed to the 
Italian in the use of keen-edged steel,
